Selectmen feel cable company in default

With the contract between 
Continental Cablevision and the 
Town of Wilmington set to expire 
next month, the board of selectmen 
voted 4-1 Monday night to 
authorize a letter of default from 
the town to the cable company. The 
action could bring the Town of 
Wilmington two channels for 
municipal use, to be taken from the 
programming offered to cable 
subscribers, 

"I think we could be causing a lot 
of problems for the viewing 
public,” Selectman Robert Cain in 
casting the dissenting vote. 

The move was made by selectmen 
following a brief presentation to the 
board by Assistant Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull, in which he detailed 
two areas in which Continental is 
apparently in default of the contract 
signed with the town, 

According to Hull, Continental

Additionally, Continental feels 
certain advertising monies "should 
not be considered part of their gross 
annual revenues," Hull said. 

WCTY, Wilmington's local cable 
access channel, is entitled to five 
percent of Continental's gross 
annual revenues. Those funds "keep 
WCTYV running,” according to Hull. 

But Hull, who met Monday with 
Continental Cablevision General 
Manager Gregory T. Brennen, said 
that while the cable company "will 
respond by providing [the Town of 
Wilmington] with two channels," 
the revenue issue will remain 
unresolved,

court action from the town, 
Brennen, who according to Hull

‘foresight’

Wilmington Selectman Diane 
Allan Tuesday night expressed 
disappointment and frustration over 
the swift killing Monday night-of 
het proposal to reactivate the 
long-dormant industrial 
development commission, 

Calling for the board of selectmen 

to “not be reactive, but to be 
proactive,” Allan said "I just wish 
some other people had some 
foresight." 
’ Those remarks came in regards to 
the cold shoulder her plan, intended 
to bring commerce, industry, and 
the accompanying tax revenues to 
the town, received. 


Selectmen last month authorized 
$2,000 towards the establishment of 
a $60,000 regional economic 
development group, which was 
apparently enough for the 
remainder of the board. 


"T think it’s premature," Chairman 
Chester Bruce stated. “Let's see 
what this other group is doing." 

But Allan feels the town, in 
putting all its eggs into the_one 
regional basket, where ‘it has to vie 
for attention with three other towns, 
will be losing an edge to other 
communities, Allan cited recent 
Tewksbury additions of a Wal-Mart 
and a Home Depot as proof that 
Wilmington is possibly losing ont 
on attracting business to the town.” 

In addition, the regional economic 
development group is funded 
largely with state grants, which 
Allan cautioned "aren't forever." 

“We need revenue in this town, 
Allan stressed, "to continue to 
provide good services in this town.” 

A reactivated industrial 
commission, Allan argued, would 
keep commercial and industrial 
building full and result in a broader 
tax base for the town.

At the Feb. 9 meeting the 
Conservation Commission distri- 
buted copies of a working draft of 
proposed local wetland regulations. 
These regulations will clarify 
aspects of the bylaw and would be 
adopted subsequent to town meeting 
acceptance of the bylaw. Public 
meetings to discuss the proposed 
regulations which are currently 
being developed will continue after 
town meeting. 

The proposed Wetlands Protection 
Bylaw will increase the jurisdiction 
of the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission over wetlands within 
the town. The purpose of the 
proposed bylaw and regulations is 
to further protect the wetlands in 
Wilmington and to provide more 
local control. Wetlands serve as a 
resource to the town by providing 
flood control, storm damage 
prevention, prevention of pollution, 
protection of groundwater supply, 
public habitat. The Wetland 
Protection Bylaw will also provide 
for abutter notification similar to 
other local boards which the state 
regulations do not require.

Methuen's “Rangers” not of the “Lone” variety 


Dear Larz: 

I enjoyed Jeff Nazzaro's column 
on team mascots and logos. 
However, I would like to make a 
correction to your understandable, 
yet ironic, misconception concern- 
ing Methuen High School's mascot. 
Methuen's "Rangers" have nothing 
to do with Old West lawmen, such 
as the Texas Rangers, the most 
famous being the Lone Ranger. 

The white male depicted in 
Methuen's "Rangers" logo is 
dressed in fringed buckskin and 
wears a beaver skin hat. This 
"Ranger" commemorates a famous 
(infamous??) Methuen native son, 
Captain Robert Rogers, who headed 
the notorious Rogers’ Rangers 
during the period of our colonial 
history known as the French and 
Indian Wars. Rogers and his 
Rangers employed unconventional 


guerilla tactics on behalf of the 
British Army during the struggle 
which determined whether the. 
French or the English would 
control North America. 

Ironically, in terms of Jeff's 
column, one of the Rangers’ 
Rangers’ most daring (dastardly??) 
exploits was the 1759 attack on the 
settlement of St. Francis Indians in 
Canada. This settlement was under 
the protection of the Jesuits who 
staffed a mission church at St. 
Francis, It was to this settlement that 
many of the Wamesits, Pawtucketts 
and other Pennacook refugees had 
fled for protection and to avoid 
persecution and harrassment at the 
hands of the English colonists from 
Billerica and Chelmsford who were 
forcing the natives from their 
ancestral homes, 


Not only was the settlement at St. 
Francis destroyed, the mission 
church-was also—burned-to—the 
ground. By some unverifiable 
accounts, as many as 200 natives, 
including men, women, children 
and elderly, may have perished in 
this holocaust. The natives referred 
to Robert Rogers as "the white 
devit.” 

I have included a brief biography 
of Robert Rogers. The incident I 
have recounted is also told in a more 
glorified, Anglicized version by the 
noted writer of American historical 
fiction Kenneth Roberts, in his 1936 
best seller "Northwest Passage," 
which was made into a movie. in 
1940.

The words came not over the TV, 
but-in conversation with a woman in 
her sixties/ with whom I have 
worked with for more than 20 
years. She just buried her daughter, 

Phyllis grew up in Wilmington, 
but had settled in Delaware, Her 
mother describes her as the one in 
the family who kept everyone in 
touch.She would call “all the 
relatives when it was important. 
When her father was sick two years 
ago, she came and took care of him. 

How did such a nice person get 
Aids? Who knows? Today it's called 


“Risky Behavior." Not too long ago 
it was called "free love.” In the late 
1970s, Phyllis took up with a man 
who had been in the Billerica jail. 
The relationship pained her parents, 
but they were powerless to steer her 
away. That was the 1970's. 

Eventually Phyllis broke away 
from. "Mr. Wrong" and was lucky 
enough to find "Mr. Right. Ten 
years ago they were married. Butch 
was sharp enough to recognize a 
diamond in the rough. With his 
help, Phyllis changed her life. They 
settled down to raise their four 
children, 

Then two years ago, a ghost came 
from out of Phyllis’ past. She was 
diagnosed with Aids, Life went on, 


and Phyllis did not appear to be 
sick. About Thanksgiving, that 
changed. Phyllis did not want her 
parents to see her sick, and asked 
them not to, go to Delaware. As 
much as that hurt, mother now 
realizes that Phyllis was right. Had 
she seen her daughter sick, she 
couldn't have left and there was 
little that she could do. 

By the time Phyllis died last week, 
she was down to 60 pounds, 

In her grief, Phyllis’ mother 
would feel better if Phyllis story is 
enough to convince even one

Another random 
‘act of kindness’

Late Monday night following the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen's meeting, an unidentified man crept across his street, 
took a shovel and excavated a fire hydrant previously fossilized 
under ice and snow.

I saw a variation of it printed on a huge billboard rented in Lowell 
by a major American corporation. I was amused, if not 
impressed. Shortly thereafter, I was surprised to see a copy of an 
editorial about the slogan that ran in the December, 1991 issue of 
Glamour magazine, under the subheading "It's an underground 
slogan that's spreading across the nation." 

1 thought of the slogan again Monday night when Selectman 
Gerald Duggan related a somewhat whimsical tale of two 
neighbors in lighthearted dispute over who should clear snow 
away from a fire hydrant. Wouldn't it be nice, I thought, if one of 
the two just did it? Or better yet, if someone altogether different 
removed the snow? Then, both original parties would believe the 
other did it, would think that person a kind and generous soul, and 
would feel good. The person who actually did the work would 
also feel pretty good. Maybe the whole neighborhood, the fire 
department and the DPW would feel better, too. And all from a 
single act of random kindness. 

That's the principle behind the slogan, and it has, and is being 
carried out through all sorts of acts and gestures by and for 
everyday people. But wait. I was thinking about writing this 
column; and then, Oprah! That's right, Oprah did a show on the 
slogan, and even performed some random acts of kindness and 
senseless acts of beauty herself. That settled it. If Oprah did it, 
I'm doing it. Besides, that's the beauty of the philosophy behind 
the slogan: there can never be too much kindness in the world, a 
town, ora neighborhood, The slogan has spread above ground, 

The slogan is a welcome and pleasant reaction to all those news 
reports we hear concerning "random and senseless acts of 
violence." Reports depicting hate crimes, murders, robberies, 
and rapes. People are saying, "Enough!" and countering the 
violence present in our society with a little peace and kindness. 

However, in the process of writing this column, I developed a 
most unkind thirst, This leads me on a trek, and the discovery that 
there really is no place in Wilmington, past 11 p.m, at night, to 
buy a soda without change, I end up in Lucci's parking lot, 50 
cents in hand. Brother, I need a dime. The cubby hole under my 
parking brake being filled with copper, I resort to scrounging 
under the seats. On the passenger side I detect three circular 
objects: a bottle cap, a Ritz Bitz cracker snack, and a penny, So I 
did what anyone would do. I went to the Dunkin’ Donuts 
Drive-Thru - with a not-too-kind feeling. That would change. 

"Can I have a large Orange Slice, please?" I coolly ask. 

I pay the woman working with a ten dollar bill and receive back 
a five, four ones, and three quarters. Now I have more change 
than I think I know what to do with. I'm about to stash the silver 
under the seat for the next time I find myself in dire straits, when 
the impulse to commit a random and senseless act of kindness hits 
me. 

Taking a quarter, heretofore so valued, I drop it into that 
loneliest of drive-thru and pick-up window companions - the 
"Tips - Thank you" cup. The quarter, landing on bare styrofoam 
with a thup, thup instead of a clink, clink somehow startles me and 
I think of tossing another just to hear the clink, But I don't. 

Instead, I let my testament to modest generosity stand alone - 
although in spirit I feel it connected to all the good things people 
do everywhere - knowing a drop of kindness in the otherwise 
sordid bucket of society will someday yield a full cup.

Small said students should be 
encouraged to look at prospective 
careers “through their interests, not 
by looking at who is in the job, men 
or women." 

Small, who counsels ninth graders 
at Shawsheen Tech and has 
interacted extensively with middle 
school audiences, said young people 
remain open to looking at choices 
based on interest through 
elementary school and junior high, 
“Then it changes, and some of the 
change may’be the influence of the 
expectations of parents." 

Parents, too 

Parents will be included in this 
program at a March 5 workshop 
and orientation, Activities, a video 
on gender bias, and a panel of 
Shawsheen ‘Tech students in 
non-traditional programs will all 
give attendees “opportunities to 
open up their thinking,” said Small. 
Even parents who support 
non-traditional roles in general stop 
short with their own children, Small 
observed. "Some parents believe it's 
okay as long as it isn't their child.”

This writer enjoys a banner day 


Man, what a day! 

Ice fishing can be dull at times, 
Downright boring, in fact, It's not 
usual for me to spend a fishless day 
on ice. But not this time. 

On Sunday, I fished Ames Pond in 
Tewksbury with my stepson, Jon 
Woodman, in the annual derby by 
the Shawsheen Watershed Envir- 
onmental Action Team (SWEAT), 
sponsored by MetLife Outdoors. 

T have never, in all my years on the 
ice, had such a good day of fishing. 


The two of us owned the pond! Jon 
took first place, I took third, and we 
visited the weigh table so often that 
Bob LeBoeuf shovelled a path to our 
fishing spot. We couldn't miss! 

Jon and I were'on the ice at 6:30 
a.m., to get an early jump on the 7 
a.m. start. There was one spot on the 
pond that I wanted, and we got it. 

What spot? Well ... it isn't too far 
from the shore, and it isn't deep. Is 
that enough? Gordie Lutz showed 
me the location, so ask him, 


By the time we were registered to 
fish the derby, we had most of our 
ten holes drilled and ready. Our first 
tipup was baited up at 7:05 a.m., and 
the first flag popped at 7:06, And it 
never stopped. 

Dave Shore of Amesbury, fishing 
a few hundred yards away, brought 
in a nice bass, weighing 4-pounds, 5- 
ounces, plus the three ounce bonus 
for releasing the largemouth alive, 
He set the mark we needed to beat. 
The SWEAT derby had awards for 
the top three biggest fish, and Dave's 
was a beauty. 

I took a bass around 9 a.m. that 
went 4-pounds-1, plus the bonus, for 
second place. We brought in several 
good-sized pickerel, the biggest one 
at 3-pounds-5, and the pickerel held 
prizes for only a short while, 

Then Jonathen got lucky. He had a 
flag, and caught a small pickerel. 

But as he lowered his line back 
into the water, something slammed 
the*minnow and started running. (I 
think we had a half-dozen "snatches" 
like that during the day. The fish 
were awfully impatient on Sunday.) 

Jon brought the fish up, but I saw 
he was standing instead of kneeling, 
so I knelt down beside the hole, just 
in case. Good thing I did. Just as the 
big bass came head and gills out of 
the hole, the line snapped. I got both 
hands under and scooped the bass 
safely away from the hole, exactly 
the way Pete McClellan had saved 
me from certain embarassment two 
years ago on Ames Pond. 

Jon's prize went 4-pounds-11, plus 
the bonus, which took first place. 
David's bass got bumped to second, 
and my fish slid into third, and there 
we stayed until quitting time at 3. 

However, the fishing was far from 
over. Jon and I brought three dozen 
minnows onto the ice (expecting Al 
Corrieri would take me up on my 
offer to buy the bait!), and the three 
dozen went quickly. By noon we 
had to beg the other ice anglers for a 
few shiners, because it was too long 
a drive to find a bait shop. 


Jonathen Woodman took first place in the SWEAT ice fishing derby 
on Sunday with this 4-pound, 11-ounce largemouth bass. 


Tewksbury and Wilmington, who 
will meet Tuesdays and Thursdays.

‘The action was unbelievable, Mike 
Powers, the photographer from the 
Advertiser, came by prowling for a 
photo, and the SWEAT guys pointed 
him toward us. Mike was about to 
go chasing somebody else's flag, off 
in the distance, when I told him to sit 
tight. 1 promised him we'd catch a 
fish in five minutes, ten tops,. We 
caught three in that ten-minute span. 

When the photographer from Met- 
Life came by, I made her the same 
promise, and kept it. 

Never in my life have I been able 
to promise somebody that I'd catch a 
fish on a deadline, but Sunday was a 
turkey shoot for the two of us on 
Ames Pond, Of course, Ames Pond 
only sees fishing pressure on that 
one day of the year, and I expect the 
fish were mighty hungry. 

Jon and I caught and released more 
2- and 3-pound pickerel that one day 
than I've caught in the past ten years 
combined. We only had the two big 
bass, but they were good enough for 
the money. 

Unbelievable. I can't wait for next 
year's derby by SWEAT! Hopefully 
more than 35 people will show up at 
next year's event, 

Thanks guys! See you next year!

After that, I don't know of any ice 
fishing derbies coming up. We have 
a memorable ice layer, nearly two 
feet thick, but nobody sets up fishing 
derbies in March. We've had many 
years of scary ice, but this is a dream 
for ice anglers in New England.

Fly Fishers went off as planned on 
Freeman (Crystal) Lake in North 
Chelmsford on Sunday, with 104 ice 
anglers taking part. First place went 
to Marcel Lacombe of Westford 
with a bass weighing 2.71 pounds. 
The fish weren't big on Crystal that 
day. Not at all. Second place went to 
Walter Allen, of Pelham, N.H., with 
a 2.21 bass; Wilmington's own Ed 
Silva Jr. nailed third with a bass that 
went 1.61 pounds; Roy Crowell, of 
Wilmington also, took fourth with a 
1,55 bass; Donny Beauchene from 
Tyngsboro took fifth with a pickerel 
that went 1.5 pounds.

Mrs. Miller, AWC's first 
director, was one of six ladies 
who studied the availability of 
arts for children in North 
Reading. The League of Women 
Voters study group reviewed a 
booklet of youth activities chair- 
men in town.

North Reading's sports cup- 
board is full to overflowing but 
not all children have the ability 
or desire to play baseball, foot- 
ball or run track.

Mrs. Miller, a 
poet, working mom, and advo- 
cate of the arts, is thrilled AWC 
has flourished. 

She says, "It just gives-me 
enormous pleasure to see that 
banner (AWC) hanging on the 
high school fence each fall and 
the AWC quilted banner in the 
Memorial Day parade. The fact 
that AWC is still going shows 
there is a real need."

Sports physicals important 
for all teenage athletes 


Regardless ot the sport a 
teenager plays in school, a 
sports physical provides a nec- 
essary check to make sure that 
the child is in good shape at the 
outset. And, for those adoles- 
cents who do not get physicals 
on the recommended schedule 
of every other year, the sports 
exam can be an added boon for 
catching any health problems 
early. 

What do doctors look for dur- 
ing a sports physical? "We want 
to make sure that the heart and 
lungs are in good shape before a 
youngster begins to play a 
school sport," explains Dr. 
Daniel M. Carson, a pediatri- 
cian with Wilmington Pedi- 
atrics, located at the Winchester 
Hospital Family Medical Center 
in Wilmington. In addition, the 
exam will likely include an eval- 
uation of the muscular and 
skeletal systems. "We also check 
blood pressure, and follow up 
carefully on anyone who has 
had a prior head injury," he 
adds, 

Dr. Carson explains that it's 
important to be aware of any 
medical problems including 
seizures, heart problems, chron- 
ic lung disorders such as asth- 
ma, or conditions such as dia- 
betes. But he urges teens and 
their parents not to be automati- 
éally discouraged if such prob- 
lems exist because often these 
situations do not prevent a per- 
son from participating in school 
sports. "In most cases we can 
get the medical problem under 
good control," he says. "Even a 
child with a history of seizures 
or one who has asthma can par- 
ticipate in athletics, provided 
the condition is under control."

Even those problems that 
sound serious do not necessarily 
preclude playing. "If an exami- 
nation uncovers a heart mur- 
mur, that in itself may not be a 
barrier to playing school 
sports,” Dr. Carson says by way 
of an example. "If, however, the 
heart murmur indicates a seri- 
ous underlying problem, that's a 
different story." In such a case, 
the individual could be seen by a 
pediatric cardiologist to further 
refine the diagnosis and deter- 
mine an appropriate recommen- 
dation for the particular child. 

Because he can anticipate 
some of the additional activities 
an aspiring athlete is likely to 
undertake, Dr. Carson also uses 
the examination time to do a lit- 
tle counseling. "If a child is 
going to be playing football, it's 
likely that he'll be doing some 
weight lifting," the doctor says. 
"I explain safety procedures, 
such as always being with some- 
one when lifting weights. If a 
person is likely to be doing a lot 
of running, either as part of the 
sport itself or to train for it, I 
also talk about issues such as 
stretching and hydration." 


Fortunately for young ath- 
letes, parents and pediatricians 
alike, most high school sports 
programs are well supervised, 
so the doctor's advice is usually 
underscored by the team eoach-+ 
es. And fortunately for the stu~ 
dents, the exam itself only takes 
a few minutes, leaving time for 
a frank, non-threatening discus- 
sion with the doctor about other 
health topics of concern to ado- 
lescents.

From 1987 through 1990, docu- 
mentary photographer John 
Miller toured Vermont's fabled 
Northeast Kingdom to record 
the traditions and lore related to 
deer hunting and deer season. 
In Deer Camp: Last Light in 
the Northeast Kingdom, a new 
exhibition at the Museum of Our 
National Heritage, Miller cap- 
tures the culture of hunting and 
its place in country life. 

The cabins, the hunters, their 
families, and the artifacts and 
memorabilia of hunting are 
chronicled in a collection of 60 
richly detailed black and white 
photographs. The exhibition is 
on view February 13 through 
August 14. 


Miller's photography records 
with unsentimental honesty the 
multi-generational ritual of deer 
camp, showing the camps them- 
selves which range frorn con- 
verted school buses with 
stovepipes sticking out of the 
roofs to comfortable second 
homes in the woods. The pick- 
ups, hand-drawn maps, hand- 


carved furniture, polished snow- 
shoes, inlaid rifles, and smoking 

camp stoves give the viewer-a 

feel of place, and of the hunt. 

Miller's personal narrative 
details the methodology of the 
hunt, the lore of the woods, and 
the basics of camp: life. 
Especially moving are the oral 
histories accompanying the pho- 
tographs which reveal the com- 
plicated richness of the hunter's 
world: its hardness, its cama- 
raderie, its passion, and its 
respect and reverence for the 
woods and the deer. 

‘The exhibition was organized 
by the Vermont Folklife Center, 
Deer,.Camp, a 130-page book of 
Miller's photographs accompa- 
nies the exhibition, and is avail- 
able in the Heritage Shop for 
$29.95.

This version of "The Get- 
away" is closer to the pulp fic- 
tion novel inked by Jim 
Thompson, but it is also blander. 
Co-written by Walter Hill, 
responsible for the original 
screenplay, this is not a lousy

movie, simply mediocre. Which 
brings us back to where we 
started: Why bother? 

As you can tell by the title, 
this is a chase movie. Baldwin, 
a prisoner in a Mexican jail, is 
released after his wife Carol 
(Kim Basinger) makes a deal 
with a smug and connected busi- 
nessman, played sneeringly by 
James Woods. 

Baldwin's Doc McCoy is 
sprung from jail upon the agree- 
ment he rob a dog track for 
Woods. The robbery is actually 
the film's highlight, as it is spec- 
tacularly timed, leaving us edgy 
and surprised. 

Visually, the film works. It 
just doesn't connect emotional- 
ly. There is supposed to be a lot 
of tension, due to a loss of trust, 
between Doc and Carol. As they 
flee across Arizona, encounter- 
ing all of the foibles and fun of 
white trash America, these two 
work on their marriage as they 
gun down police and try to stay 
one step ahead of Wood's 
money-hungry business associ- 
ates. There's just no real spark 
between the two.

These are murderous crimi- 
nals who supposedly no longer 
trust each other, when their 
trust has long been a survival 
mechanism. We should feel their 
fear and suspicion. Instead, they 
could be discussing the weather 
instead of their relationship. 

The more interesting duo is 
Michael Madsen and Jennifer 
Tilly. A greedy thief who is not 
much of a team player, he chas- 
es Doc and Carol, kidnapping an 
all too willing Tilly along the 
way. Madsen and Tilly are low- 
life, amoral sadists who delight 
in their own company. 

Director Roger Donaldson 
injected the action scenes with 
an intensity he should have lav- 
ished on his characters. As it 
stands, Baldwin is just too pret- 
ty for the part. There was some- 
thing grungy and earthy about 
McQueen, while Baldwin makes 
safe cracking look like just 
another job. 

Faring better is his real-life 
wife. Basinger is an inconsistent 
actress, but this is one of her 
better efforts. She's never going 
to win any award, but you cer- 
tainly believe Basinger's Carol 
is shaken and worn out by her 
husband's risky career choice. 
Now, if only you could take 
Basinger and put her into 
Peckinpah's version... 


Short Takes 


In the Name of the Father is 
based on the actual incarcera- 
tion of a Northern Irish family 
for a pub bombing they didn't 
commit - and the London police 
knew it. The political content 
alone will raise your hackles, 
but Daniel Day-Lewis is riveting 
as the son thrown into prison 
with his father, Pete Postleth- 
waite. Emma Thompson is con-

Recall vote still 
news in Lynnfield 


Lynnfield’s recent School 
Committee recall vote - inspired 
by budget issues and surprises - 
was invalid: only 15 percent - 
rather than the required 30 per- 
cent - of the voters turned out. 

But the effects of that elec- 
tion are still being felt. 

Although the vote failed, 1,031 
of the 1,134 voters who went to 
the polls favored the dismissal 
of School Committee members 
Margaret Waugh, Joan Pokrant, 
and Chairman Deborah Cotting, 
according to the “Lynnfield 
Villager.” Recall initiator 
Thomas Nutile, Jr. resigned, as 
promised, in the wake of his 
unsuccessful recall effort. 

Cotting and Pokrant have 
announced they will not run for 
re-election. 

Although some _ School 
Committee members interpret 
the low election turnout as a 
vote in their favor, Nutile, in the 
“Villager,” had this to say about 
the election: “Eighty-five per- 
cent of the community is either 
very happy with the way things 
are going or they don’t care.”
